Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  11th  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Saddleworth  Urban  District  and  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  during  1963* 

The  Report  follows  the  usual  form  as  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.J.H. Platt  who  has  been  responsible  for  the  preparation  of  Sections 
III,  IV,  and  V  of  the  Report  which  deal  with  Sanitary  conditions  of  the 
area.  Housing  and  the  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  and  which  form 
his  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  of  the 
district  was  17,1*30  which  is  160, above  that  of  the  previous  year  and 
U70  over  the  1961  census  figure.  The  adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates 
for  the  district  compare  unfavourably  for  those  of  the  Aggregate  West 
Riding  Urban  Districts  and  with  National  figures  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  number  of  Live  Births  attributed  to  the  district  was  271?  or  16 
more  than  in  1962,  giving  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  17*30  per  thousand 
compared  with  one  of  18*2  for  England  and  Wales,  whilst  the  deaths 
numbered  260,  2  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  giving  an  Adjusted 
Death  Rate  of  11* *13  per  thousand  population,  as  compared  with  the 
National  figure  of  12*2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  and  other  Diseases  does  not  call  for 
any  special  comment. 

During  the  year  27  houses  were  completed  by  the  Local  Authority, 
and  16U  new  dwellings  were  provided  as  a  result  of  private  enterprise. 
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As  last  year  I  am  circulating  with  this  report  a  copy  of  my  report 
as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  *  This  gives  particulars  of  the  Health 
Services  provided  in  the  Division  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as 
a  Local  Health  and  Education  Authority. 

May  I  again  thank  you  Hr.  Chairman,  and  all  2'Iembers  of  the  Council 
for  your  support  during  the  year,  and  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
help  and  co-operation  received  from  your  Clerk  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Council.  In  particular  my  thanks  are  due  to  your  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Dr .W.P.E .Storehouse  and  to  your  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.J.H.Platt  for  their  invaluable  help.

STATISTICS  -AID  SOCI.L  CO'DITI  NS  OF  THE  AREA 
NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CC  EDITIONS  CE  THE  DISTRICT 

The  Urban  District  of  Saddleworth  is  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
Pennine  Range,  The  District  is  very  hilly  and  includes  a  large  acreage 
of  unfenced  moorland.  The  highest  point  in  the  district  is  Black  Chew 
Read  (177)4  ft)  and  the  minimum  elevation  above  sea  level  (?Q0  ft)  is  near 
Greenfield. 

The  hills  are  gathering  grounds  for  many  streams  which,  running  down 
the  various  valleys,  form  the  River  Tame.  The  river  rises  near  Denshaw 
and  runs  in  an  'S'  curve  from  North  to  South  to  Greenfield. 

Scattered  along  the  valley  are  the  villages  of  Delph,  Uppermill,  and 
Greenfield  and  these  together  with  Springhead,  contain  the  greater  part 
of  the  District’s  population. 

Each  village  is  a  centre  of  manufacture  whilst  on  the  hillside  some 
farming  is  carried  on. 

The  principal  manufacturers  are  textiles,  both  woollen  and  cotton, 
engineering  and  paper. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at  mid-1963  was 
17,1430  as  compared  with  17,320  at  mid-1962.  As  there  was  a  natural 
increase  in  population,  that  is  in  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  l£,  this 
means  that  there  has  been  an  influx  of  some  1 people  into  the  area. 

Births 

After  adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  births,  a  net 
total  of  275  live  births  (11*0  male,  13£  female)  ”as  registered  in  the 
District  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  16  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  ADJUSTMENT  BIRTH  RATE  is  17*30  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  16 *h£  for  the  previous  year. 

The  illegitimate  li  e  births  number  II4,  or  5*09%  of  the  total  live 
births,  as  compared  with  13  in  the  previous  year. 
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Stillbirths 


Two  stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
none  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  still  birth  rate  of  7C20  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births. 

Deaths 

After  correction  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  deaths,  the 
net  total  deaths  registered  in,  and  assigned  to  the  District  was  260 
(12'8  male  and  132  female),  a  decrease  of  2  as  compared  with  the  year  1962.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of  the  Council, 
but  is  engaged  whole-time  on  public  health  work,  being  also  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Colne  Valley,  Deriby  Dale,  Holmfirth, 
Kirkburton  and  Meltham,  and  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  20  of 
the  West  Riding,  which  is  composed  of  the  6  Urban  Districts  of  which  he  is 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

By  arrangement  -with  the  County  Council,  one  of  the  Senior  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officers  holds  the  appointment  of  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health* 

One  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  were  employed  during  the  year. 

Clerical  assistance  is  drawn  from  a  typist  pool. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Clinical  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Oldham  Hospitals 
Joint  Laboratory,  and  Public  Health  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  at  the  Wakefield  and  Manchester  Laboratories. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

(a)  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 

The  ambulance  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  the  patient  is 
admitted  is  used  for  the  removal  of  the  patient. 

( b )  Cases  of  Sickness  and  Accident 

By  arrangement  between  the  Oldham  Corporation  and  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  the  Oldham  Ambulance  Service,  based  on  the  Central  Depot, 
Kelsall  Street,  Oldham,  provides  full  ambulance  cover  for  the  whole  of  the 
'  Urban  District  of  Saddlcwortl .  All  statutory  obligations  placed  on  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  by  virtue  of  the  Act,  so  far  as  it  concerns 
ambulance  work,  are  carried  out  by  this  service. 

For  mental  cases,  the  County  Council  ambulances  are  generally  used 
when  the  patients  are  removed  to  hospita  s  in  the  Huddersfield  area. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 


General  At  the  end  of  the  year  home  nursing  was  undertaken  by  3  full¬ 
time  nurses  who  were  employed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and 
resident  in  Greenfield  (2)  and  Uppermill. 

Midwifery  This  is  provided  by  one  of  the  above  mentioned  nurses , 
resident  in  Uppermill  and  by  a  full-time  midwife  resident  in  Springhead* 

Treatment  Centres ,  Clinics  and  Hospitals 
Infant  Welfare  Centres 

Held  weekly  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  Dclph,  Wednesday  afternoon  at 
Uppermill,  Thursday  afternoon  at  Greenfield,  and  Friday  afternoon  au 
Springhead. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 

Held  monthly  on  the  1st .Monday  afternoon  in  the  month  at  Springhead 
and  on  the  3rd. Monday  afternoon  at  Uppermill. 

School  Clinics 

No  special  school  clinics  are  held  in  the  District,  but  the  school 

children  are  seen  at  all  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  Sessions. 

All  these  clinics  are  hold  in  the  following  premises  :- 

Delphi  Independent  Sunday  School. 

Greenfield:  Methodist  Sunday  School. 

Springhead:  W.R.C.C. Clinic,  Cooper  Street. 

Uppermill:  Civic  Hall. 

Chest  Clinic 

Held  daily  at  the  Oldham  and  District  'General  Hospital,  Oldham,  but 
a  prior  appointment  is  necessary. 

VeneroalDiseases  Clinics 

Held  at  the  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital,  Oldham,  and  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Huddersfield. 

Hospitals  Apart  from  the  Hargreaves  Convalescent  Hospital,  Greenfield, 
which  is  associated  with  the  Oldham  Hospitals,  there  are  no  hospitals 
in  the  Saddleworth  Urban  District,  which  is  within  the  Leeds  Regional 
Hospital  Board  area.  As  however  hospital  facilities  are  more  easily 
available  across  the  County  Boundary,  hospitals  in  the  Manchester 
Region  mainly  serve  this  district. 


(a)  Infectious  Diseases 


Cases  of  infectious  diseases,  other  than  Smallpox,  are  admitted  to  the 
VJesthulme  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Oldham. 

Accommodation  for  cases  of  Smallpox  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Board 
at  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital,  Nr -Bury,  Lancashire. 

(b)  General  Hospitals 

General  cases  go  to  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary,  Oldham  and  District  General 
Hospital,  Oldharij  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary,  and  Ashton  District 
Infirmary,  specialised  hospitals  being  available  in  Manchester.  Chronic 
sick  cases  are  also  accommodated  at  Deanhouse  Hospital,  Holmfirth. 

(c)  Maternity 

Maternity  beds  are  provided  at  Oldham  and  District  General  Hospital, 
Oldham,  and  at  Lake  Hospital,  Ashton-under-Lyne .

SANITARY  C IRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

I  an  indebted  to  Mr.  G.C.B .Doyle,  the  Surveyor  for  the  following 
particulars o 

"The  Ilains"  water  supply  in  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  continues 
to  be  well  maintained. 

The  Ashton,  Etalybridge  and  Dukinfield  (District)  Joint  Committee 
have  two  reservoirs  in  the  Greenfield  Valley  and  a  third  one  in  the 
Chew  Valley.  This  however,  is  only  intended  for  compensation  water. 

Construction  of  the  new  Dovestones  Reservoir  in  the  Greenfield 
Valley  is  well  advanced  and  this  reservoir  should  be  in  use  in  1965* 

The  Oldham  Corporation  has  reservoirs  at  Castleshaw,  Dowry,  New 
Years  Eridge,  Crook  Gate  and  Fieady-con-Dean.  In  the  Diggle  Valley  are 
also  reservoirs  which  feed  the  Huddersfield  Canal.

An  area  of  approximately  900  acres  in  extent  in  the  Denshaw  district 
is  supplied  by  the  Oldham  Corporation  outside  their  statutory  area. 

A  small  area  in  the  Grotton  district  of  approximately  133  acres  is 
supplied  b~  the  Ashton  S.  &.  D.  (District)  Waterworks  Joint  Committee, 
and  this  is  also  outside  their  statutory  area. 

Delph,  Dobcross,  Diggle,  Upper. ill,  Greenfield  and  Grasscroft  are 
chiefly  supplied  from  the  reservoirs  in  the  Greenfield  Valley. 

Springhead  and  Denshaw  are  supplied  from  the  reservoirs  of  the 
Oldham  Corporation. 
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The  water  from  these  moorland  reservoirs  is  said  to  be  naturally 
plumbo-solvent,  so  special  treatment  has  been  adopted  (Alumino ferric  and 
chalk  with  subsequent  filtration  through  pressure  filters)* 

There  are  still  a  large  number  of  houses  in  the  district  which  obtain 
their  water  from  the  wells  and  springs.  These  would  require  extensions  for 
considerable  distances  and  even  the  installation  of  pumping  plants  to  raise 
the  water  to  the  levels  required  in  certain  parts  of  the  area>  New  mains 
extensions  have  been  laid  during  the  year  to  supply  private  housing 
development  in  the  Grasscroft,  Springhead  and  Grotton  areas. 

The  number  of  dwellings  talcing  water  from  public  supplies  is  approx¬ 
imately  6,k00  whilst  some  £00  houses  have  satisfactory  private  piped  sur;  :lies 
A  small  number  of  isolated  farms  and  cottages  have  unsatisfactory  private 

supplies.  During  the  year  kk  houses  in  the  New  Tame  and  Slackcote  areas 

were 

and  k  isolated  properties^ afforded  a  public  supply  by  extension  of  the  mains. 

Reports  from  the  two  water  undertakers  of  samples  taken  from  premises 
in  the  area  are  regularly  received.  In  the  case  of  the  Oldham  Corporation 
supply,  13  reports  were  received  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  93  such 
reports  were  received  from  the  Ashton  <1  District  Joint  Board,  and  with  four 
exceptions,  these  being  classified  as  'suspicious',  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Public  supplies  have  been  examined  for  plrmbo  solvency  on  eight 
occasions  during  the  year.  All  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and  showed  the

The  whole  of  the  built  up  part  of  the  area  with  the  exception  of 
Grasscroft  and  Springhead  is  sewered  direct  to  the  Shaw  HaD.l  Bank  Sewage 
Disposal  Works,  Greenfield* 

The  main  sewer  from  this  works  follows  roughly  the  direction  of  the 
River  Tame  from  Greenfield  to  Denshaw.  The  size  of  the  main  outfall 
sewer  varies  in  diameter  from  27"  at  the  Works  to  9"  in  Denshaw 0 

Branch  sewers  arc  picked  up  by  the  main  sewer  from  the  districts  of 
Denshaw,  Delph,  New  Delph,  Dobcross,  Diggle,  Uppermill  and  Greenfield. 

The  various  branches  at  Delph  enter  the  12"  main  sewer  near  Rasping 
Mill  at  Delph  Station.  A  6"  branch  enters  the  18"  main  near  the 
Woolpack  Irn,  Dobcross  and  the  Diggle  branch  is  picked  up  near  Brownhill 
Bridge,  this  is  a  9"  sewer  entering  the  18"  main. 

The  main  is  21"  diameter  through  Upper*  nill  and  branches  serving  the 
Uppermill  area  are  collected  at  Court  Street  and  Wade  Lock. 

An  18"  branch  serving  Greenfield  enters  the  27"  main  sewer  near  the 
old  Sewage  Disposal  Works  off  Chew  Valley  Road,  Greenfield,  and  the  27" 
main  sewer  crosses  the  River  Tame  into  the  works  near  to  its  junction 
with  the  Chew  Valley  Brooke 

The  Grasscroft,  Shaw  Hall  Bank  and  High  Grove  Road  areas  could  not 
gravitate  to  the  Shaw  Hall  Bank  Works,  Greenfield,  due  to  difficulties 
of  level  and  a  canal  crossing.  These  have  been  overcome  by  the 
installation  of  a  Pumping  Station  at  Royal  George  on  the  south  west 
side  of  the  district  to  which  all  the  drainage  of  these  areas  gravitates 
and  arc  then  pumped  back  to  the  Greenfield  Works. 

A  7"  diameter  sewer  serves  the  Shaw  Hall  Bank  area  and  increases 
to  12"  after  picking  up  a  9"  branch  sewer  serving  the  Grasscroft 
district. 

At  the  Royal  George  pumping  station  there  are  three  pumps,  all  of 
which  are  automatic  float  controlled. 

The  sewage  flows  to  one  sump  or  well  in  which  the  floats  are  fixed 
at  different  levels  according  to  the  size  of  the  pump  and  period  of 
entering. 
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In  normal  day  periods ,  a  small  pump  is  more  than  adequate  for  the  flow, 
and  only  works  at  intervals,  but  in  the  event  of  an  increase  in  the  flow- 
caused  by  rain,  storms  etc.,  which  this  pump  cannot  control,  the  water  level 
in  the  well  rises  and  engages  the  float  of  one  of  the  larger  pomps,  which 
is  immediately  brought  into  commission,  and  the  small  pump  is  cut  out* 

The  sewage  from  the  pumping  station  is  pumped  to  the  works  at  Shaw 
Hall  Bank  through  8"  cast  iron  pipes  for  treatment  along  with  the  sewage 
from  other  parts  of  the  district. 

A  6"  branch  sewer  serves  certain  parts  of  Manchester  Road  and  Dacres 
Estate,  and  enters  the  works  at  Shaw  Kail  Bank  at  the  same  point  as  the 
main  outfall  sewer. 

The  Springhead  area  of  the  district  is  sewered  by  gravitation  into 
the  Count y  Borough  of  Oldham  sewer  at  Kelts,  near  the  Borough  boundary  with 
the  Lees  U.D. 

i  15"  main  outfall  sewer  follows  roughly  the  line  of  the  River 
Medlock  through  Lees  to  the  Boundary  of  the  Springhead  area  at  Hartshead 
Street,  and  thence  branch  sewers  extend  to  the  ’Jaterhead,  /usterlands  and 
Scouthead  areas  and  through  Thomlea  Fold  to  Lydgate.  There  are  no  sewers 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  old  Springhead  area  beyond  Austerlands  and 
Scouthead. 

Trade  Waste  Effluents  from  the  factories  and  works  in  various  parts  of 
the  area  are  connected  to  the  main  sewers  at  different  points  by  private 
,  drains.  The  volume  of  effluent  discharged  from  these  premises  is  in  most 
instances  metered  at  the  point  of  connection  to  the  sewer  and  a  charge  is  made 
by  the  Council  to  the  respective  owners  of  the  premises  for  the  treatment  of 
the  sewage* 

There  are  still  two  premises  in  the  district  that  have  trade  waste 
discharges  which  arc  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  Part  of  the  trade 
effluent  discharge  from  one  of  these  premises  is  at  present  being  taken  into 
the  Council's  sewers. 
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Most  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  district  is  sewered,  bub  there  are 
still  certain  properties  on  the  hillside  which  are  not  connected  to  the 
main  sewerage  system.  Three  schemes  for  further  extensions  into  those 
areas  have  recently  been  prepared  for  consideration  by  the  Council* 

Extensions  of  existing  sewers  have  been  carried  out  in  Austerlands, 
Grotton,  Grasscroft,  Uppcraill,  Greenfield  and  Dobcross  areas  to 
facilitate  the  discharge  of  sewage  and  surface  water  from  private 
housing  developments. 

191  new  houses,  and  10  older  houses  have  been  connected  to  the 
sewers  during  the  year. 

117  additional  water  closets  have  been  installed  in  private  houses 
and  in  industrial  premises. 

Hr.  K.  L.  Deighton,  Sewage  Works  Manager  reports  as  follows  :- 

"The  Council's  Greenfield  Sewage  Works  treated  363  million  gallons 
of  domestic  sewage  and  128  million  gallons  of  trade  effluent  during  the 
year.  The  average  daily  flow  of  sewage  and  trade  effluent  was 
lj3U3,000  gallons. 

3  million  gallons  of  sludge  were  treated  in  the  heated  digestion 
plant,  and  after  drying  the  final  product  found  a  ready  sale  to  farmers 
and  gardeners# 

During  the  year  experimental  work  was  carried  out  using  a  works 
scale  partial  treatment  activated  sludge  plant  in  series  with  one  of  the 
percolating  filters.  The  aim  of  this  work  is  to  provide  design  data  for 
the  possible  future  reconstruction  of  the  works.  The  results  obtained 
have  been  most  encouraging  and  the  work  is  being  continued.

Refuse  is  collected  by  five  vehicles  -  four  side  loaders  and  one 
’dual-tip1.  The  side  loaders  each  here  a  crew  of  three  i.e.  driver 
(who  assists  in  loading)  and  two  loaders,  whilst  the  ’dual-tip’  has  a  crew 
of  four.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  very  isolated  farms  and  cottages  the 
whole  of  the  district  is  served  by  these  vehicles  giving  a  weekly  collec¬ 
tion.  The  employment  of  the  new  ’dual-tip’  vehicle  has  reduced  the 
periods  between  collections  but  this  will  shortly  again  increase  owing  to 
building  development,  the  increasing  tendency  towards  bulky  refuse  coupled 
with  the  installation  of  central  heating,  heating  entirely  by  gas, 
electricity,  etc.,  often  making  it  necessary  for  two  or  more  bins  per 
house  to  be  used.  .'*lso  the  means  of  access  to  bins  is  in  many  cases  being 
made  extremely  difficult  by  the  increasing  number  of  garages  being  erected 
where  space  is  limited  which,  together  with  the  'length  of  carry'  on  new 
housing  estates  has  not  helped  in  the  maintenance  of  a  reasonable  period 
of  collection. 

Tipping  was  continued  on  the  High  Moor  Quarry  Site  where  adequate 
covering  material  from  the  quarry  spoil  banks  in  the  area  is  provided  by 
using  a  larger  tractor  purchased  during  the  year  thus  enabling  tipping  to 
be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  'controlled  tipping'  .

One  new  trade  was  set  up  during  the  year  and  was  given  permission 
for  one  year  only.  This  gut  scraping  works  is  in  a  remote  part  of  the 
area  and  is  in  a  very  small  way  of  business,  in  fact  it  appears  doubtful 
if  it  will  continue  to  function  as  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  application 
for  renewal  of  permission  had  been  received. 

With  regard  to  the  Fat  Melting  Works  which  was  established  in  November 
I960,  following  a  Public  Enquiry  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  after  the  application  for  planning  approval  had  been  "called  in" 
by  the  Minister,  a  very  considerable  number  of  complaints  have  been 
received  with  regard  to  smells  emanating  from  these  works  at  various  times. 
Despite  modifications  to  the  plant  and  the  use  of  odour  masking  compounds 
by  the  owner,  who  is  very  co-operative,  complaints  continued  to  be  received. 
Further  preventative  works  appear  to  have  been  successful. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  with  regard  to  the  other  three  trades 
and  conditions  continue  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  19^9 
All  treatments  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  Council  give  free  treatment  to  private  dwellinghouses,  but  make  a 
charge  on  a  "time  and  materials "  basis  in  respect  of  other  premises.

Smallpox

Diphtheria 

Mo  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  Diphtheria 
Prophylactic  for  immunisation  can  be  obtained  by  medical  practitioners 
on  application  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  ,fTToodville!l,  Scar  Lane, 
Golcar,  Huddersfield.  (Tel.  Milnsbridge  933/U). 

The  immunisation  campaign  continued  during  the  year,  the  inoculations 
being  carried  out  by  medical  practitioners  and  officers  of  the  County 
Health  Department.  One  child  of  school  age  and  17 U  children  under  $ 
years  of  age  received  a  complete  course  of  injections  whilst  2U  children 
who  had  been  inoculated  some  years  ago  received  "booster"  doses. 

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1*  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  11  in  1962.  The  disease  was  mild  in  character  in  most  cases  and 
none  of  the  patients  xvere  removed  to  hospital.  Of  these  cases  2 
occurred  in  Grotton  and  one  each  in  .couthead  and  Grasscroft. 

Acute  Primary  and  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  2  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  were  notified 
as  compared  with  2  cases  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia  and  U  cases  of  Acute 
Influenzal  Pneumonia  in  1962 . 

Twelve  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to  all  forms  of  pneumonia  as 
compared  with  1$  in  1962. 

Acute  /ulterior  Poliomyelitis

Dysentery  and  Enteric  Fever

as  compared  with  3  cases  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these  cases  25 
occurred  in  Uppermill,  13  in  Springhead,  3  in  Qelph  and  one  each  in 
Diggle,  Lydgate,  and  Scouthead. 

No  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified. 

Cancer 

The  number  of  deaths  attributable  to  Cancer  during  the  year 
numbered  38  (22  males,  16  females)  the  same  number  as  in  1962.  The 
cancer  death  rate  is  2.17  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  compared 
with  a  rate  of  2.19  for  the  previous  year.  The  corresponding  rates 
for  the  Administrative  County  and  the  West  Riding  Urban  Districts  are 
1.9U  end  2. 0I4.  respectively. 

Tuberculosis 

A  total  of  6  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  entered  in  the 
Register  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  !l  in  the  previous  year.
